More than 260 ships, including moot of 
the world’s remaining great sailing ves­ 
sels, will sail in the historic maritime 
parade to commemorate the nation’s 
bicentennial. Forty-five nations are 
represented and the line of ships will 
stretch 22 miles up the Hudson River in 
New York. 
Yeoman Johnson is the son of MSgt. 
(Ret.) and Mrs. E.F. Johnson of North 
Lupine Avenue While he is aboard the 
Eagle this summer, his wife, Joann and 


their two daughters, Amber and Carey, 
are visiting her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis Johnson of West Oak Avenue. 
After being commissioned in May, the 
Eagle made a run down the East coast 
from New London, Connecticut, its home 
port. In June, the 266-foot ship arrived in 
Bermuda to participate in the tall ships’ 
race from Bermuda to Newport, Rhode 
Island. 
While stationed on the Eagle, Johnson, 
the only yeoman on board, is in charge of 
keeping crew records. 
On board the Eagle is an enlisted crew 
of 45 and 150 cadets. 
The Eagle, training vessel for the 
Coast Guard Academy, was a German 
training ship that was taken over as a 
World War II reparation. 


Some of the stops the Eagle has made 
this summer include Philadelphia and 
Alexandria, Va. Following Sunday s 
parade, the ship will sail into such ports 
as Jacksonville. Baltimore, Miami and 
Charleston, S.C. In each port, the vessel 
will remain for a few days. 
Johnson is a 1966 graduate of Lompoc 
High School. He joined the Coast Guard 
in 1969 and went through basic training 
at Alameda.

He 
has also been stationed in San Diego and 
Santa Barbara. His current station Is 
with the FAA Center in Oklahoma City.

Unemployment rate hiked 
to 7.5 per cent in June 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A surprising 
increase in laid-off construction and fac­ 
tory workers in June boosted the un­ 
employment rate to 7.5 per cent for the 
first significant Increase in 13 months, 
the Labor Department reported today. 
Government officials reacted with 
caution to the rise from 7.3 per cent in 
May, but expressed concern that the 
number of employed workers declined 
after four consecutive months of record 
peaks. 
As many as 4 million students seeking 
summer jobs were expected to enter the 
labor market last month. But the influx 
failed to materialize, perhaps because 
major employers such as retell stores 
and construction firms did not seek as 
many seasonal workers as In the past. 
The department said the work force in­ 
creased by nearly 100,000 to 04,6 million 
workers in June But the number of 


increase last September that department 
officials said was “not significant.’’ 
In another worrisome economic sign, 
the average earnings of $4-63 per hour 
for nonmanagement workers was un­ 
changed from May and average weekly 
earnings fell 0.6 per cent. The depart­ 
ment attributed this stagnation to a 
shorter work week, which often moves 
in tandem with layoffs 


Retail sales slumped in April and May 
after strong winter gains. Construction 
has shown the poorest improvement of 
any sector of the economy during the 
recovery from the 1974-75 recession, 
there has been virtually no new con­ 
struction of apartment buildings and 
thrift institutions have been restricting 
mortgage loans to home buyers.

$12.81 billion 
state budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., vetoing proposed 
spending programs by 961 million signed 
into law early today a $12.61 billion state 
budget and a compromise 9270 millioo 
school aid bill. 
The budget, which compared with a 
912.96 billion version adopted by the 
legislature, went into force at 3 a.m., 27 
hours past the start of the new fiscal 
year. 
Brown cut from 46 of the budget’s 
more than 400 spending items. The 
major blue-pencil slashes were directed 
at nursing homes, state hospitals and 
local alcoholism programs. 
He cut 9118 million in proposed rate in­ 
creases for nursing homes that care for 
Medi-Cal patients. 92 million to as­ 
sistance for county alcoholism programs 
for a net one-third overall reduction in the 
proposal, and $4 million that was offered 
for increasing staffs at state hospitals 
The budget projected a surplus of 9506 
million at the end of the spending year, 
figuring the added cost of the com­ 
promise school finance bill. 
The total represented 1603 in state 
spending for every man, woman and 
child in California. 
Brown said it was nearly a seven per 
cent increase over the estimated state 
spending for the fiscal year that ended at 
midnight Wednesday. 
The governor asked for a budget 9122 
million smaller than the version which 
emerged from the legislature on a 56-11 
Assembly vote Thursday afternoon. This 
was nearly 14 hours Into the new July 1 
fiscal year when the budget was sup­ 
posed to take force. 
Under the constitution, the legislature 
was required to get the budget to Brown 
by June 15, but a drawn-out battle took 
lawmakers past that deadline and deep 
into the first week of their summer vaca­ 
tion. The belated recess began after ap­ 
proval of the budget. 
The final drafting of the record 
spending package actually was com­ 
pleted in committee 10 days ago, giving 
Brown time to personally study each 
proposal. But he missed much of the fine 
tuning of the budget over past weeks 
while he campaigned out of state tai his 
virtually hopeless presidential hid. 
Among its more than 400 spending 
items, the budget contained $6 8 million 
to reactivate the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board, and $163 million to 
finance Brown's controversial 970-a- 
month flat pay raises for state 
woiters,

The Lompoc YMCA. is going under 
This year’s annual sustaining fund 
drive failed to raise the necessary 
revenue to sustain the Y program, ac­ 
cording to board president Chuck 
Rauschek. 
“It just didn’t go over at all. It was 
sink or swim," he said yesterday. 
Goal of the drive was to raise a 
minimum of 910,600. Less than 93,000 
was donated by residents and businesses. 
Rauschek explained that for years the 
local Y, which incorporated in 1966, has 
not been able to earn enough money to 
pay off its mounting debts and the 
problem has finally reached a climax. 
“ Each year we were falling behind. 
This is what happened,” he said. 
Presently the Y is $17,000 in debt and 
expects to be another 96,000 in arrears 
when its doors dose on September 1. 
A Y program, however, will still be of­ 
fered in Lompoc. Suiting in September 
this area will be covered by the Santa 
Maria YMCA, which will continue cer­ 
tain Lompoc Y programs — such as 
camping and day camp — and possibly 
add new ones. 
There will be no local headquarters ex­ 
cept for perhaps an office and a 
telephone, suggested Rauschek 
The Lompoc Y board of directors will 
sell the Y building at 222 North I St., for 
an asking price of 931,500 with profits 
from the sate going to defray debts 
Some $16,000 is still owed on the building. 
Contents of the building, said the presi­ 
dent, will likely be auctioned off to also 
meet debt costs 
In past years the Y has raised as much 
as 96,200 in the sustaining fund drive, but 
why this year’s drive netted such low 
contributions is unknown to Rauschek. 
“ If it was organizational or coopera­ 
tion from residents, I can’t say,” he said. 
“ Possibly it was a little of both.” 
He pointed out that there are many 


other non-profit organisation! around, 
such as the Boys dub. Girls Club and 
others, that have similar programs and 
all are vying for public donations to keep 
going. 
“ By and large there is a duplication of 
efforts by all such organizations and it 
was on that basis that the board decided 
to phase out the Y,” be said, 
Rauschek remarked that he thought 
that the best way now for the eight board 
members to serve the public is to “ plug 
in’’ with the remaining organizations 


Although the Y receives 93,000 or 
94,000 a year from the Lompoc Valley 
United Fund in addition to its sustaining 
drive funds and program dues and 
membership fees, its director has had to 
spend more time trying to raise money 
than on programming, he said. 


The last director. Karl Johnson, was 
la|d-off by the board because no money 
was available to pay his salary. 


The only person how on the Y payroll is 
a secretary working part-time. Her job 
ends when the Y ends in two months

determination of who must be executed 
if convicted of certain offenses based on 
a list of eight tests which must be met. 
In Georgia, the jury decides after 
finding guilt, and in a separate 
proceeding, whether the crime was so 
aggravated-- again based on specific 
standards in the law—that death is 
warranted. 
In Texas, the jury, again after finding 
guilt, must determine whether the kill­ 
ings were deliberate, whether the 
defendant was likely to commit other 
violent acts and if the offense was not 
provoked. 
If those three elements are es­ 
tablished, the death sentence is imposed. 
Nearly 600 persons are on death rows 
in 30 states. Over a fifth—122—are on 
North Carolina’s death row. Louisiana 
had 37 death row inmates, Florida 73, 
Texas 40 and Georgia 29. 
The Legal Defense Fund of the NAACP 
said states with laws like Georgia’s and 
Florida’s include Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Nebraska and Utah. 
Laws such as that in Texas include 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, Mon­ 
tana, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Wyoming, the LDF said. 
But defendants in each of these sUtes 
can bring further appeals challenging the 
validity of their own state tews.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today upheld capital punishment 
tews in Georgia, Texas and Florida, but 
struck down the laws of North Carolina 
and Louisiana. 
The high court said so-called man­ 
datory laws such as in North Carolina 
and Louisiana, which provide ho discre­ 
tion at all for juries and judges, violate 
the eighth Amendment’s ban against 
cruel and unusual punishment. The vote 
strking down those laws was 5 to 4. 
But by a 7-2 decision, the court said 
laws which provide specific standards 
for judges and juries to determine if a 
crime was so heinous death should be 
meted out do not violate the Constitution. 


Mexico, South Carolina and Tennessee. 
Presumably, each of these laws can 
also be brought directly to the court for 
Dossible review. 
In the cases of Georgia, Texas and 
Florida, the court majority said the laws 
met standards set down in a 1974 decision 
which said the death penalty was uncon­ 
stitutional as then being applied around 
the country. 
The opinion said these laws passed 
muster because they permit either a 
judge or jury to decide whether death 
should be imposed, and provide statutory 
standards the judges and juries must 
follow in deciding the issue.

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House 
votes 
reprimand 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the first time in its eight-year 
history, the House ethics com­ 
mittee is recommending a 
“reprimand” for a member, 
Rep. Robert L.F. Sikes, 
charged with using his office 
for personal gain, according to 
sources close to the committee. 
The charges against the 
Florida Democrat, brought by 
Common Cause, a citizens’ ad­ 
vocacy organization, accused 
Sikes of misusing his position as 
chairman of a House Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee. 
The charges involve Sikes’ 
ownership of stock in Fairchild 
Industries, a major defense 
contractor; sponsorship of 
legislation benefiting a land 
development group in Florida 
on property adjacent to land he 
owned; and ownership of shares 
in the First Navy Bank which 
he helped organize on the 
grounds of the Pensacola Naval 
Air Station. 
Sources said the commit­ 
tee voted that Sikes was “guilty 
of misconduct of wrongdoing in 
all three areas.” 
The unprecedented action — 
a recommendation that Sikes 
be “reprimanded for violation 
of the ethical standards of the 
House” — was the mildest the 
committee could take without 
finding Sikes innocent of the 
charges. 
The committee could have 
recommended actions such as 
censure, stripping of seniority 
and committee chairmanships, 
or outright expulsion from the 
House 
The recommendation, re­ 
vealed to UPI by sources close 
to the panel, has not yet been 
filed with the clerk and must be 
voted on by the full House. 
Sikes, 70. could not be 
reached for comment im­ 
mediately. Ethics committee 
chairman John Flynt, con­ 
tacted at his Griffin. Ga., 
home, said, “The committee by 
unanimous vote instructed me 
not to release its decision ” 
When told of the finding, Fred 
Wertheimer, vice president of 
Common Cause, said, “This 
rep resen ts 
a 
major 
breakthrough in the battle to 
have Congress face up to the 
serious problems of profession­ 
al integrity." 
Sikes was first elected to the 
House in 1941. His continuous 
service dates from 1945 and he 
is fifth in overall seniority.

Vietnam changes 
name of country 


BANGKOK. Thailand (UPI) 
— Vietnam’s national assembly 
today officially changed the 
country’s name, made Hanoi 
the capital and inserted a lone 
southern Communist into the 
top leadership, Radio Hanoi 
said. 
The 492-member body elected 
in April had already ratified all 
but the government makeup by 
voice vote during its first ses­ 
sion last week, but today’s 
voting made it official, the 
broadcast said. 
Nguyen Hu iho. chairman of 
the Advisory Council of the 
Provisional Revolutionary Gov­ 
ernment of the Republic of 
South Vietnam, was elected 
Vietnam's second vice presi­ 
dent. No other leadership 
changes were announced 
The official broadcast moni­ 
tored in Bangkok said the as­ 
sembly agreed that effective 
immediately "the new name of 
the country is the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam.” 
The North Vietnamese red 
flag with a five-point gold star 
was reaffirmed as the national 
emblem end Saigon was offi­ 
cially renamed Ho Chi Minh 
City.

soaked Northeast Texas Thurs­ 
day. flooding streets and 
highways in Fannin County and 
forcing some families from 
their homes in Bonham.

Hijackers await release of 
political prisoners by Israel 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Pro-Palestinian hijackers hold­ 
ing nearly 100 Jewish hostages 
and an Air France crew against 
a Sunday execution deadline 
awaited word from Israel today 
on the release of dozens of 
political prisoners. 
The guerrillas, who identified 
themselves as members of the 
extremist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, 
released another 100 non- 
Jewish hostages Thursday but 
set a new deadline for killing 
those they still hold in the 
sweltering airport at Entebbe, 
Uganda. 
The hijackers said they hold 
Israel responsible for the fate 
of the remaining hostages and 
warned in a Radio Uganda 
statement they would “deal ac­ 
cordingly" with the captives if 
their demands for the release of 
53 prisoners — including 40 in 
Israel — were not met by 7 a.m. 
EDT Sunday. 
The 20-man Israeli cabinet 
Thursday authorized a minis­ 
terial team to negotiate “with a 
view of releasing the priso­ 
ners." according to the semi­ 
official national radio. 
The passengers released 
Thursday included 11 Ameri­ 
cans and followed 48 freed 
Wednesday. All were flown to 
Paris, where they told how the 
hijackers separated the Jews 
from the other hostages 
“It was terrifying,” said 
television producer Murray 


Schwartz of Sherman Oaks, 
Calif. “That’s what it must 
have been like in World War 
II.” 
The guerrillas, believed to 
number between five and six 
and possibly led by a German- 
speaking woman, originally 
threatened to blow up the plane 
and all the hostages Thursday 
morning. 
They relented and freed the 
non-Jewish captives when Isra­ 
el indicated it was willing to 
negotiate, but insisted on keep­ 
ing the 12-man Air France 
crew 
Ugandan President Idi Amin, 
who was instrumental in gain­ 
ing the release of the first group 
of hostages, thanked them 
“very much,” for freeing the 
others. Uganda Radio reported. 
Amin, who earlier called the 
guerrillas’ demands “very 
reasonable." urged Israel and 
the other nations involved to 
give in to the hijackers’ ul­ 
timatum. 
The guerrillas seized the Air 
France jetliner Sunday shortly 
after it left Athens on Tel Aviv 
to Paris flitfit. After a refueling 
stop in Benghazi, Libya, they 
ordered it to Uganda, where 
Amin has frequently expressed 
support for the Palestinian 
cause. 


Airport officials in Entebbe 
said diplomats and medical per­ 
sonnel were swarming over the 


area, arranging food and drinks 
for the hostages, held at gun­ 
point for more than four days in 
the mosquito-infested terminal 
on the shores of Lake Victoria. 


The Air France 300B4 airbus 
was reported wired with ex­ 
plosives on the edge of the air­ 
port. 
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Ruby was said to assure 
the owner a life, lived in 
peace and concord with 
all men.

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Election 
woes♦ 
revealed

“We no longer have the lux­ 
ury of going long periods 
between elections ... we are 
constantly preparing for 
another one.’’ 
Bob Kirkpatrick, chief deputy 
registrar of voters, could have 
cited still another election 
headache: the ongoing attempt 
to meet head-on the multitude of 
problems that beset his office 
and the voting public in the 
June 8 Primary Election. 
Biggest visible headache is 
the almost 15,000 Primary 
Election sample ballots 
returned to the County Ejec­ 
tions Office in the County 
Courthouse by the post office as 
“undeliverable.” 
They represented more than • 
10 per cent of the 137,403 
registered voters for the June 
election, and in large measure 
came back to the point of origin 
because the persons for whom 
they had been intended were no 
longer at the address given at 
the time erf registration. 
As Warren Slocum, elections 
supervisor, put it: “Each time 
a house is sold, it causes four 
moves down the line.” 
County Clerk-Eecorder 
Howard Menzel and the elec­ 
tion staff under him now are at 
work “ tightening up” the 
registration lists, making cor­ 
rections where they’ve been 
able to do so, in preparation for 
the November General Elec­ 
tion. 
The mountain of returned 
ballots can’t be used to purge 
the voter lists, but they can be 
useful for “research purposes,” 
explains Joan Carsons, another 
election staffer. 
Some people have been talk­ 
ing about the validity of the 
Primary Election with almost 
15,000 sample ballots returned 
as undeliverable. 
But the fact is a large percen­ 
tage — over 73 per cent — cast 
ballots, making it clear that 
there couldn’t have been a huge 
number claiming they were 
prevented from voting because 
they didn’t receive a ballot. 
Menzel and his staffers are 
inviting .more of the public to 
let the election officer know of 
any particular problems they 
ran into during the Primary 
Election. These could be failure 
to get sample ballots, dif­ 
ficulties with polling place loca­ 
tions or personnel, mis- 
precincting, or whatever 
Voters living in rural loca­ 
tions of the north county are 
still presenting major problems 
as many registrations do not 
give specific street or road ad­ 
dresses. One voter lists a 
residence as “back of the gas 
station” in a certain town; 
another voter residence is cited 
as an a road 17 miles east of 
Santa Maria.'Others give city 
addresses when in reality the 
residences are on road exten­ 
sions in the unincorporated 
area. 
The new computer being 
utilized to set up voter registra­ 
tion lists has to be “told to tack 
on the word ‘rural’ in some 
cases to guide the post office,” 
it was stated. 
Aa for elections, the mul­ 
tiplicity of them now is a worry 
and strain. 
In addition to Primary and 
General Elections, there are 
special elections, referendums, 
special district elections, 
school district and municipal 
elections. Ballots are bigger, 
more complicated, and now bi­ 
lingual, too. 
These summer weeks also 
finds Kirkpatrick and aides 
preparing to line up some 1,400 
poll workers and 345 polling 
places, in preparation for the 
General Election, a task that 
mast be finalised by late 
September. 
Hundreds of poll workers 
serving in June have 
quit 
because of relatively low pay, 
long hours, and the fact they 
are tired of being recruited for 
so many elections, it is learned 
Kirkpatrick said considera­ 
tion is being given to asking for 
a raise from 832 to $35 for in­ 
spectors and from $27 to 830 for 
others at polling places The 
$35430 figures are maximums 
allowed by the state. Compen­ 
sation given for use of homes, 
garages, churches and other 
privately owned places for poll­ 
ing places is now at $30 set by 
Board of Supervisors resolu­ 
tion. 
An effort will be made to get 
inspectors to set up a more 
“balanced” aet of polling place 
workers in some areaa where 
all are Republicans or 
Democrats. But Menaei and

MONTREAL (UPI) - Canada and the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee are at odds over • 
Taiwan’s participation in this month’s Summer 
Olympics, a principle that threatens to cancel 
the billion-dollar extravaganza. 
In Lausanne, Switzerland, the IOC charged in 
a statement Thursday that Canada had breached 
“the fundamental Olympic principles” and it 
threatened to withdraw its support if Canada did 
not admit athletes from the Republic of China 
(Taiwan). 
Canada does not have diplomatic relations 
with Taiwan, that tiny island nation off the 
Chinese mainland, but does recognize the 
People’s Republic of China. 
It is now too late to stop Montreal’s troubled 
$1.4 billion games, but the IOC hinted it might

withdraw its patronage, which means the 
“festival of youth” will go on without the usual 
pageantry—very much part of the Olympics— 
and medal winners will not receive Olympic 
awards. 
The Olympics are scheduled to open July 17. 
The first batch of athletes, those from the Soviet 
Union, Britain and Italy, were in mid-Atlantic 
when the IOC made known its disagreement 
with the Canadian government. 
Speaking in Dublin, where UPI readied him 
by telephone, IOC President Lord Killanin said, 
“I am worried about the dangerous precedent 
set when a country can decide which countries 
compete under which flag at the Olympics. 
“I do not look at this as just a Chinese situa­ 
tion. It is the whole precedent involved. We will 


have to discuss it very carefully.” 
The action by the Ottawa government is the 
first time in the history of the Olympic move­ 
ment that a government has challenged the 
Olympic charter. Adolph Hitler tried it in 1936, 
when the games were staged in Berlin, but he 
backed off when the IOC told him to keep out of 
its affairs. 
In a prepared statement, the IOC said it had 
been advised by Mitchell Sharp, acting Secre­ 
tary of State for External Affairs, that the 
Taiwanese would not be permitted to enter 
Canada, “in view of the political situation 
prevailing in Canada and the fact that the Cana­ 
dian government now recognizes the People’s 
Republic of China.” 


The IOC told Sharp the Canadian action “was 
in direct conflict of the fundamental Olympic 
principles, in which no discrimination is permit­ 
ted against any country, or person, on the 
grounds of race, religion or political affiliation.” 
The IOC noted that as late as April 11,1975, the 
Canadian government approved the issuance of 
an invitation to Taiwan, while the Montreal 
delegation, when it bid for the games at Amster­ 
dam in 1970, “gave all assurances that there was 
nothing to hinder, or restrict, in any way the at­ 
tendance of all athletes.” 


The statement added, “had there been any 
reservations, Montreal would not have been 
awarded the games in favor of Los Angeles and 
Moscow.”

'Must reading!'

Must: Mold, mustiness. (Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary) 
How many times have you been lured into reading some crummy paperback 
book by those flashy review blurbs on the back and inside covers? 
You’re cruising by the paperback rack in the drugstore and it’s impossible to 
walk away from a bock that’s crying out: “Dynamite! This book rocked my 
sensibilities! - New York Bugle.” Or: “Grabs you by the neck! Profoundly 
shocking! —Des Moines Enquirer-Ledger.” Or: “I couldn’t put it down! — 
Kleptomania Monthly.” 
The sophisticated reader (I’m told) soon learns that the books rarely live up 
to the expectations created by thoae bold-faced blurbs. 
I mean, when the blurb says, “It really grows on you! ’ and you find out when 
you get home the book is about organic gardening, you tend to become cautious. 
I personally like a book that is straightforward, pull* no punches, makes no 
pretentions. I have in front of me just such a book. 
When they put this book together, they left out the screamer-grabber critic 
blurbs. But if there had been any, they would have said tilings like: “Virile non­ 
fiction! A book that hides nothing! A cast of thousands! Tells it like it is!” 
The book is titled “ 1976 Official Baseball Record Book.” It was sent me as 
part of a throw-in bonus with my subscription to “The Sporting News.” 
Packed into 551 pages of ultra-fine print (“Your eyeballs will pop out! — 
Lompoc Record.” ) is a staggering collection of information. 
Some of it is valuable trivia. Ty Cobb stole home 35 times. Mickey Mantle 
struck out 1,710 times. Lou Gehrig hit 23 grand-slam homers. Babe Ruth hit two 
or more homers in a game 72 times. Ned Garver (and two others) threw nine 
grand-slam gopher balls. 
Not all the records are fraught with such significance. Some are items only a 
guy whose brain is covered with stitched horsehide could love. 
No book review is complete without a few juicy excerpts. Below are a few of 
my favorites, just as they are listed in the book (type magnified for your con­ 
venience). I have listed just the record categories, not the record-holders, so as 
not to ruin it for anyone who plans to read the book. 
“Most Hits, First Double Header in Majors.” 
“Most Two-Base Hits, Three Consecutive Games, Pinch Hitter.” 
“Fewest Extra Bases on Long Hits, Season, For Leader in Extra Base Hits.” 
“Most First on Error, Inning, Fair-Hit Balls.” 
“Most Runs, Inning, With Two Out, None on Base.” 
“Most Three-Base Hits With Bases Filled, Game, Both Clubs, Each Club 
Connecting.” 
“Most Right-Fielders, Extra Inning Game, Both Clubs.” 


In reading through ♦he book, I noticed a few important categories have been 
overlooked. Such as: 
“Most Excuses For 0-for-5 Day, by Shortstop, Visiting Club. Wednesday.” 
“Most Hand Signals, Third Base Coach, One Inning, Without Self-Inflicting 
Injury.” 
“Largest Head of Foam on Concession Stand Be«, Extra Innings, Day Over 
100 Degrees.” 
“Largest Tobacoo Chaw, Left Cheek, Baptist Bullpen Catcher Named Er­ 
nie.”

Is this the end of the Games?

NEW YORK (U P I) - The C anadian 
government’s decision to deny entry visas to 
athletes from Taiwan could sound the death knell of 
the Olympic Games as we know them today. 
Every Olympiad, since the 1952 games at 
Helsinki, has been riddled with politics but this is 
the first time a government has defied the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee, which brooks no 
interference in its affairs. 
If the Canadian government has its way on the 
question of Taiwan, that could open the flood gates 
in 1980 when the Summer Games are scheduled for 
Moscow, and Lord Killanin, the IOC president, is 
not about to let that happen. 
In 1952 a Finnish woman, clothed in a white robe, 
ran around the Helsinki stadium carrying a banner 
protesting the entry of the Soviet Union; in ’56 
Holland did not send a team to Melbourne to protest 
the Russian invasion of Hungary; East and West 


Germany complained about having to field a unified 
team at Rome in 1960; North Korea walked out of 
Tokyo in 1964 because it refused to march in the 
same stadium as South Korea; South Africa was 
tossed out of the Olympic movement in 1968 after 
Commentary 


pressure by the black African states, and the same 
fate befell Rhodesia four years later in Munich. 
Munich, of course, will always be remembered 
for the massacre of 11 Israeli athletes by Arab 
guerillas who infiltrated the security of the Olym­ 
pic village. 
That was the darkest hour in Olympic history. 
Ottawa’s decision is something else. It challenges 
the authority of the IOC; and the 72 kings, princes, 


generals and captains of industry, who make up the 
committee, are unlikely to surrender that 
authority. 
If the IOC stands its ground on the issue of 
Taiwan, and it must if it is to retain control of its af­ 
fairs, the games as we know them will be a 
memory. 
If the IOC withdraws its patronage of the Cana­ 
dian games, the opening and closing ceremonies 
will go on without the usual pageantry—one of the 
high points of the games—and the medal winners 
will not receive Olympic awards. 
The Olympic record books will show the games of 
1976 were “canceled.” 
For the sake of sanity in sport, the IOC would do 
well to follow the bold example of the United States 
Tennis Association, which Thursday withdrew from 
all Davis Cup competition because of political 
interference.

L.A. gives up on O.J. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Carroll 
Rosenbloom, president of the Los 
Angeles Rams, dismissed any chances 
Thursday that Buffalo Bills’ star running 
back O.J. Simpson would join his football 
team next fall. 
In a terse announcement, Rosenbloom 
said, “At a press conference on June 21 
we said it was our feeling that if a trade 
with Buffalo had not been made within a 
week to 10 days we doubted that one 
would be made. 
“The 10 days have passed with no 
progress 
“In the best interest of all concerned 
we want you to know this makes it vir­ 
tually impossible that O.J. Simpson will 
be playing with the Rams.” 
Simpson told Bills’ owner Ralph 
Wilson earlier this year that he would 
play football only one more year and 
wanted to be traded to a West Coast 
team so he could spend more time at 
home with his family in Southern 
California. 
The former Heisman Trophy winner 
from USC, who won three NFL rushing 
titles in the past four seasons, said he 
hoped to be traded or sold to the Rams to 
play out the final year of his professional 
career. 


The record breaking running back was 
not available for comment whether 
Rosenbloom’s announcement would 
automatically signal the end of his 
career. 


In 1973 Simpson broke Jim Brown’s 
single season rushing record of 1,883 
yards with a high mark of 2,003 yards— 
one of football’s most dazzling achieve­ 
ments. - 


Bills’ owner Ralph Wilson said he was 
under the impression that negotiations 
with the Rams were still underway and 
was “puzzled” by Rosenbloom’s state­ 
ment. 


“Today’s statement from the Rams 
puzzles me inasmuch as our coach, Lou 
Saban, and the Rams’ coach, Chuck 
Knox, talked this (Thursday) afternoon 
and agreed to continue negotiations,” 
Wilson said. 
“ Both sides were hopeful that 
something could be worked out for our 
mutual benefit.” 
He said th e B ills also a re 
negotiating with San Francisco and 
Oakland, and “we hope to accommodate 
O.J. at whatever location we get fair 
value.” 


WIMBLEDON (UPI) - Christine 
Evert added her own individual touch to 
the bicentennial today by keeping the 
Wimbledon women’s singles tennis 
championships in the United States with 
a 6-3, 4-6, 8-6 victory over Evonne 
Goolagong that was as much a tribute to 
her fighting spirit as to . .er play. 
Evert, the top-seed who won the title 
for the first time in 1974, squared her 
1976 series with Goolagong at 3-3 in 
defeating the Australian for the first 
time ever on grass. She won $17,700 while 
Goolagong pocketed $9,900. 


With the final point of the match, a 
beautiful lob that left Goolagong flat- 
footed, the 12,000 capacity crowd in 
Center Court led by Princess Margaret, 
Princess Alexandra and the Duke and 
Duchess of Kent, rose in a mighty cheer 
even though most of the contest they had 
frankly rooted for their Australian 
cousin. 
Goolagong, who won the Wimbledon 
and French titles as a 19-year-old in 1971, 
now has lost six straight finals—three at 
each tournament—at Wimbledon and 
Forest Hills, the world’s two premier 
championships. Her only successes have 
come in her native Australia where she 
won in 1975-’76 from a weak field. 
She won only one game in losing to 
Billie Jean King in last year’s final here, 
while Chris defeated her in three sets for 
the U.S. Open title in 1975. 
The match, played in comfortable 80 
degree temperatures, lasted 2 hours, 5 
minutes and was a curious mixture of the 
best of the women’s game and some of 
its less exciting elements—soft services 
and indecision in shot making. 
Evert twice lost valuable points by 
failing to hit overheads against a defen­ 
sive lob, electing to fall back to the 
baseline for the return. 
The men’s singles semifinals gave the 
women a tough act to follow. Fourth- 
seeded Bjom Borg at 20 became one of 
the youngest players to reach the finals 
Saturday be beating big-hitting, seventh- 
seeded Roscoe Tanner, 6-4,9-8,64, while 
third-seeded Hie Nastase of Romania 
carved an artistic 6-2, 9-7, 6-3 victory 
over eighth-seeded Raul Ramirez of 
Mexico 
“I made a lot of errors and on big 
points I missed,” said Tanner. “Not by a 
whole lot, but I missed. He put more 
pressure on me than I did on him in ser­ 
vice returns. ”

NEWPORT, R.I. (UPI) - A savage North 
Atlantic storm with gale-force winds brought 
possible tragedy to the Royal Westera-London 
Observer Singlehanded Transatlantic Race. Of­ 
ficials fear the number of missing skippers may 
rise. 
Michael Flanagan, 42, a businessman from Es­ 
sex. Conn., was reported missing Thursday after 
his 38-foot sloop Galloping Gael was found 
drifting and abandoned midway across the 
Atlantic. A citizen of Canada, he was competing 
in the solo race for his native country. 
"There may be others (missing or dead) in 
this race because they had a very rough time of 
it. We just have to take it as it is and see if there 
is any more information later," said Com­ 
modore A. J. Odling-Smee of the Royal Western 
Yacht Chib. 
Race officials said it was possible Flanagan 
abandoned ship for a lifeboat or was picked up 
by another vessel. 
Midway through the race a treacherous storm 
with 30-foot waves and 70 in.p.h. winds battered 
the one-man boats. In the four previous races 
there were no deaths. 
"This is the kind of thing a singlehanded Nip-

per dreads most. I ’m very sad,” said 
Frenchman Alain Colas, No. 2 finisher in the 
race in his 238-foot schooner Club Mediteranee. 
At least 30 of the 129 starters were forced from 
the race, most of them by the storm. At least 
four skippers were rescued by passing ships 
after their yachts sank. 
Galloping Gael was found Wednesday about 
1.000 miles off the coast of Newfoundland by the 
Greek cargo vessel Nema, but there was 
uncertainty how long it had drifted. 
"The crew from the Nema boarded her and 
identified personal possessions and took the 
yacbt in tow. Later the yacht broke away in fog 
and bad weather and was irretrievable," a race 
spokeswoman said. 
Flanagan, father of three teen-agers, was 
founder and president of Halycon Ltd., a 
development and construction management 
firm with offices in Hartford, Kansas City and 
Toronto. 
His wife Terry had no comment Thursday. But 
in an April interview for Soundings, a monthly 
boating newspaper, she said "I am terrified. I 
don’t like sailing and I wouldn’t go on one, but it 
is something he always wanted to do."

Viking I to land July 17 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Viking I is scheduled to land on 
a low, smooth Martian plain 
that may contain water early 
July 17, project leaders deci­ 
ded. But pictures of an alter­ 
nate area were being studied in 
case another back-up site is 


needed. 
The first choice site, called 
Chryse, was abandoned after a 
series of photographs showed 
it had rougi river beds, exten­ 
sive volcanic debris, and large 
impact craters. 
The site chosen Thursday is 
about ISO miles northwest of 
Chryse, "the best chance we 
have of landing safely in this 
area," Dr. Hal Masursky said, 
adding there is even a chance it 
contains liquid water. 
Masursky, a geologist and 
head of the landing site team, 
said the area chosen, dubbed 
the Northwest Territory, was 
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“a very low, very smooth 
area." 
He said atmospheric pressure 
was sufficient to permit the ex­ 
istence of liquid water, not 
believed possible from earlier 
studies of Mars. 
The site and date for landing 
the life-seeking nuclear-pow­ 
ered science lab were an­ 
nounced by Dr. Jam es 
Fletcher, NASA administrator. 
"By a combination of intui­ 
tion, wise judgment and a little 
bit of luck, we found a site close 
by that exceeded all expec­ 
tations." he said. 
"Jim Martin (the project 
manager) and the Viking team 
are to be congratulated," he 
said. 
Martin said three orbit 
maneuvers will be required to 
put Viking 1 over the target 
area, two small engine bums 
and one large burn. 
He said scientists found that 
if the river delta area of Chryse 
was too hazardous because of 
its many ground features, and 
the rivers apparently flowed 
northwest, the plains further 
downstream would be smooth- 


"1 am pleased with what we 
see." Martin said. "I believe 
we are looking at an arm that is 
more understandable." 
He said also that it was easier 
to deduce the small land 
features in the Northwest 
Territory from photos although 
the smallest object the Viking 
cameras can see is nearly MO 
feet across. 
Pictures of an alternate 
landing site, called C-l, were 
being studied today, however, 
to provide a back-up landing 
site if it is needed.

Last gap fight 
in brush fire 
RED BLUFF (UPI) - Fire 
fighters struggled to close the 
last gap in a 72,000-acre brush 
and grass inferno today near 
the scenic and rugged Yolla 
Bolly Wilderness area. 
A spokesman for the state 
Division of Forestry said 
Thursday the four-day-old fire 
in the water-starved Sacramen­ 
to Valley was 95 per cent con­ 
tained.

A bulldozer operator, 
Sam Gonzalez, was injured in 
the vehicle at the edge of one 
part of the fire and was rescued 
by helicopter. 
Damage to grazing and 
timberland in the blaze was es­ 
timated at $2.5 million.

Our bicentennial weekend 
begins today and a lot of peo­ 
ple will be taking to the 
highways and once again on a 
long weekend, much carnage 
is expected. 


In our recent Memorial Day 
holiday weekend, 65 persons 
lost their lives in California 
traffic accidents, the state’s 
worst toll for any holiday in 
four years. Nine of these vie- 
• 
• 
tims came from our California 
Highway Patrol zone in five 
separate accidents. One acci­ 
dent alone claimed five peo­ 
ple. 


Capacity crowds are ex­ 
pected at the numerous resort 
areas on our zone’s lakes and 
beaches. Heavy traffic to and 
from these areas is an­ 
ticipated. 
The California Highway 
Patrol will be working over­ 
time during the Independence 
Day weekend in what is 
described as an “extra effort” 
to prevent accidents and 
reduce traffic fatalities. 
A special federal grant has 
been given the patrol to pay 
for the cost of the scheduled 
holiday overtime. 
It is important to remember 


that the California Highway 
Patrol officers place max­ 
imum effort on accident 
prevention. Special emphasis 
will be given to deployment 
and enforcement against 
speed, alcohol and all other 
major accident causing viola­ 
tions. In addition, the extra 
manpower on patrol duties 
will also enable the patrol to 
provide maximum service to 
motorists whose vehicles 
become disabled on the 
highways. 
Enjoy your holiday, an im­ 
portant holiday, but cooperate 
with the California Highway 
Patrol. They want nothing 
more than for you to have a 
safe and sane weekend. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford forming energy superagency 


WASHINGTON — Getting the jump on 
Jimmy Carter, President Ford is prepar­ 
ing to demonstrate that he can knock 
bureaucratic heads together and get 
more efficiency out of the federal 
government. 
He will begin, unless the plans go 
awry, with a dramatic overhaul of the 
scattered 
bureaucratic enclaves 
that deal with energy 
problem s. 
His 
reorganizers are busy 
behind closed White 
House doors, pulling 
togeth er 
the 
widespread energy 
functions and putting 
them under one giant 
superagency. 
The reorganization 
plan is supposed to be 
ready, according to in­ 
ternal White House documents, on 
August 20. This happes to be the day 
after the Republican national convention 
will wind up. 
If the President wins the nomination, 
he could beat Jimmy Carter to the punch 
with a move to streamline the federal 
bureaucracy. The Democratic candidate 
has made an issue of the cumbersome 
bureaucracy, promising a shake-up if he 
should become President. 
Inside the Ford Administration, 
meanwhile, the reorganization move has 
touched off some savage infighting. 
Critics claim that it not only is strictly a 
campaign stunt but that the proposed 
superagency would rival such balkanized 
departments as Health, Education and 
Welfare or House and Urban Develop­ 
ment in mind boggling unmanageablitity. 
But White House advocates believe the 
reorganization would increase 
bureaucratic efficiency and speed U.S. 
energy independence, thereby saving 
billions. 
As laid out in the documents, the 
superagency might include the Federal 
Energy Administration, Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion, Federal Power Commission and 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 
It probably would also draw in bits and 
pieces of the Agriculture, Commerce, 
Defense, Interior, State, Transportation 
and Treasury Departments, not to men­ 
tion the Council of Economic Advisors, 
Energy Resources Council, Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency and Water 
Resources Council. 
This jumble of bureaucratic jigsaw 


pieces are supposed to be fitted into one 
vast agency, with the possibility of form­ 
ing a smaller, secondary agency to han­ 
dle the regulatory functions. 
The White House documents reveal 
that the work on this gigantic shotgun 
marriage began on May 20. The task 
force was given three months to prepare 
a "presidential decision paper” for Ford 
to contemplate. 
But the machinery to reform the 
bureaucracy has already developed its 
own bureaucratic barnacles, with the 
resulting inevitable dejays. The 
timetable, therefore, may have to be ex­ 
tended. 
The new superagency would be 
charged with the responsibility for 
developing a “comprehensive energy 
policy” to replace the present catch-as- 
catch-can methods of dealing with 
crises. 
Specifically, the agency would be ex­ 
pected to increase production, reduce 
energy, manage a 500-million-barrel 
strategic oil reserve, assure fair dis­ 
tribution of energy, set up contingency 
plans for handling any future oil shortage 
and generate electricity. 
Footnote: White House Sources said it 
is far too early to know whether the task 
force study will result in formal action. 
“We aren’t at the bottom line,” said one 
presidential aide, * 
NIXON vs. PRESS: The hostilities 
between the working press and Richard 
Nixon during his White House years 
produced some extralegal and illegal 
government harassment.

Howard Baker, R.-Tenn., has 
described as a foot thick, referred to the 
hidden mike cryptically as ‘ ‘Celutex 11” 
The CIA project had the secret title, 
“Operation Mudhen.” 
—White House plumbers G. Gordon 
Liddy and E. Howard 
Hunt sought 
poison from the CIA to slip into our 
drinks or apply to our steering wheel.The 
plumbers also directed an intensive in­ 
vestigation of us.

—The FBI arrested our associate Les 
Whitten and obtained a list of our long­ 
distance calls from the telephone com­ 
pany. No charges were brought against 
Whitten, and Judge John Sirica ordered 
the FBI to destroy the long-distance call 
slips. 


—W. Donald Stewart, the Pentagon 
security chief during the Nixon years, 
has stated that the military conducted at 
least 11 investigations of us. One 
suspected source, named Gene Smith, 
was hauled before a grand jury, but 
nothing came of it. 


—The Justice Dept, cooperated with 
International Telephone and Telegraph 
in investigating us. ITT hired the famous 
detective firm, Intertel, which worked 
with the Justice Dept, in an attempt to 
discredit us. 


—The White House assigned a special 
investigator, named Jack Caulfield, to 
conduct a separate, three-month in­ 
vestigation of us. Memos from Nixon 
aides H.R. Haideman and Charles Colson 
showed that the purpose was to discredit 
us. 


—The Internal Revenue Service coo- 
ducted a year-long investigation of us 
with negative results.

At Athens, Georgia, a month or so 
back, a young man associated with the 
University of Georgia and formerly on 
the staff of Governor Carter told a story 
at the small dinner before the lecture. 
...It was April, 1973, and Governor 
Jimmy Carter had flown to Washington 
to tape an exchange on Firing Line, the 
weekly television 
program. “We” — the 
reference was to the 
governor’s staff — 
“were aU anxious to 
see how the Governor 
made out, so I had a 
bunch of them over to 
my house to listen. 
Well, after you in­ 
troduced him, and he 
started talking — we 
couldn’t believe it. His 
accent was completely 
changed. If we had 
heard the voice without the picture, we 
wouldn’t have known it was the boss 
talking.” 
It transpired that Jimmy Carter had 
been practicing — in total privacy; 
Pygmalion-like. A new accent. The 
deregionalization of Jimmy Carter. 
Decided southern inflections were left, 
but what had been there before — the 
deep southern accent of deep traditional 
Georgia, was gone. 
"That’s his regular voice now,” I was 
told. I asked whether he was still capable 
of resurrecting the older voice, like Eliza 
Doohttle when slipping on a banana peel. 
The qualified answer was yes, he could 
still speak Uke the old Jimmy Carter, 
and under special circumstances, before 
certain audiences, would do so. But the 
current accent is now the working Jim­ 
my Carter. Presumably if be wakes up in 
his sleep and talks, he uses his Firing 
Line voice. That is true self-mastery 
When Jimmy Carter came to New 
York the other day to give a foreign 
policy speech, one might put it that his 
objective was to win grudging praise 
from the New York Times, which has 
always been rather disdainful of Jimmy 
Carter, suspecting that under that 
smooth, calm exterior lies a Georgia 
cracker., Until very recently, James 
Rest on could not refer to Jimmy Carter 
except as “Wee Jimmy.” 
How do you go about appealing to the 
New York Times in a foreign policy 
speech? Well, it takes a little practice, 
but nothing you can't master by exercis­ 
ing in your bathroom, say ten minutes a 
day, sitting down, reading the Times' 
editorials 
1. You say something on the theme of 
interdependence — we all live on one 
planet, that kind of thing. 
2. You say something on the theme of 
our natural allies — our great postwar 
alliances with Europe, and Japan — and 
the need to revive them 
3. You say something about the intern­ 
ational problems of poverty and popula­ 
tion control — and the creative role the 
United States can play in helping people 
help themselves. 
4. You say something about the emerg­ 
ing nations of Africa — encouraging 
those “trends” within Africa that point 
the democratic way, and you deplore the 
racist policies of South Africa 
5. You deplore, in an age of endemic 
poverty, the amount of money spent on 
arms throughout the world, but you 
make moderate references to the need 
for a U.S. military capable of serving es­ 
sential American interests. 
6. You deplore the continuing aggres­ 
siveness of the Soviet Union - but you 
stress that we live in an age of accom­ 
modation, not confrontation, and 
restress the need for patience and under­ 
standing, which however is not to be con­ 
fused with weakness 
And what will you get from the Times? 
“It is unreasonable to expect a can­ 
didate for hi|di office to spell out exactly 
how he might respond to future con­ 
tingencies. But in his carefully reasoned 
statements so far — particularly his im­ 
promptu responses to questions — the 
former Georgia Governor has gone a 
long way toward dulling charges of un- 
fam iliarity with foreign policy 
challenges that would confront him as 
president.” 


Jimmy Carter can do no wrong these 
days. It requires not alone the self- 
mastery (few have it — even the 
renowned intellectual virtuoso, Henry 
Kissinger, can no mote shake his accent 
than Lady Macbeth could her stigmata), 
but an internal distillery that pumps out 
just about what the folks want to hear, 
and the folks are rewarding Mr Carter 


in the polls munificently. The current 
polls show Carter as far ahead of Ford or 
Reagan as Nixon was over McGovern, or 
Roosevelt over Landon, or Johnson over 
Gold water. 
There isn’t a really worked-up anti- 
Carter Democrat of any prominence left, 
with the possible exception of Jerry 
Brown about whom it is sadly concluded 
among more and more people that 


Brown’s problem isn’t that he loves 
Carter less, but that he loves Brown 
more. 
These are heavy odds, and no profes­ 
sional at this moment would bet against 
Carter in November without asking for 
four, five, maybe six to one. It will 
require someone of great skill to cut 
through this business, and with a talent 
one might call theatrical.

Ever since Bob Coe stopped us on the 
street and gave us a $2 bill because we 
hadn’t seen one yet, we have still been 
looking to get one in routine circulation 
and haven’t. It is difficult to understand, 
in fact, it is a downright minor mystery, 
because the Treasury Department puts 
225 million of them into Circulation April 
13. One would think 
that we would get at 
least one in change for 
a $10 or $5 bill. 
The mystery is part­ 
ly solved by something 
we read this week. It 
seems a lot of people 
had them postmarked 
and framed as collec­ 
tor’s items. Others are 
evidently hoarding 
bundles of them in the 
expectation that they 
may be discontinued 
Remember, they once were in 1965. The 
collector always believes that what he is 
collecting will someday be worth more 
than the face value. It didn’t work too 
well in the recent penny shortage, 
however. The penny is still worth the 
penny. And whatever happened to that 
shortage? 
It seems, however, that the major 
reason for the scarcity of the $2 bill is a 
general lack of public acceptance now 
that the novelty has worn off. Whether it 
is due to superstition or the fact that they 
can be confused with other bills, many 
people just don’t like them 
According to reports from banks 
around the country, merchants don’t like 
them either and are returning them as 
soon as they get them. 


As the bureaucratic Caltrans continues 
to pursue their Diamond Lane experi­ 


ment on Los Angeles freeways, the U.S. 
Treasury Department bureaucracy does 
the same. They plan to persist and to 
print one $2 bill for every four $1 bills 
during the next several years because of 
the savinp it can realize in printing 
costs. It will have more than 400 million 
12 bills in circulation by the end of June 
and double that number by 1977. 
On paper, that is. 
We can certainly assume that with that 
printing order, someday we're going to 
have $2 bills forced upon us whether we 
want them or not. 
Maybe we’ll be able to pay back Coe.
